That it will require not a little 
Stretching to make the $2,500,000, for 
which the city contemplates issuing 
bends, “‘go round,.’’ was proven yestér- 
day afternoon when, at a meeting of 


the bond commission, requests for 
more than $2,900,000 were brought in by 
thes various committees. The sewer 
committee asked for $1,300,000: the 
waterworks committee, for $1,000,000: 
the school committee, for $500,000, the 
city hospitai, for $100,000. and the san- 
itary department for sufficient funds to 
build at least one other crematory. The 
“stretching”’’ was postponed for the 
time being, when the commission de- 
cided not to act upon the reports of 
any of the subcommittees until more 
detailed reports could be furnished. 
_ -lebeorate Sewer System. 

The subcommittee on sewers was the 
only one to make a detailed repert. 
This report showed that Rudolph Her- 
Ting, of the firm of Herring & Fuller, 
of New York, has made a personal in- 
vestigation of local conditions, and 
recommends the building of three pu- 
rification plants, one on the Orme street 
Sewer branch, near Peachtree creek. 
another on Proctor creek, and the third 
on IiIntrenchment creek. ‘Further, that 
the present sewer outlets be connected 
with these plants by mains varying in 
size from !8 to 48 inches. The erection 
of two pumping stations to be used in 
forcing the sewage througn two of 
the mains, will be necessary; it was 
_,Shown. The estimated cost of 
work is $1,300. 

The committee recommended the im- 
mediate erection of one of the purifi- 
cation plants, suggesting that to be lo- 
cateqg on the Orme street branch be 

- built first, 
of the three. The report also showed 
that the committee has secured options 
On tracts of land suitable for the loca- 
tion of these plants. It recommended 
the immediate relief of that section of 
the city drained by the Orme street 
sewer, which was shown to be inade- 
quate. 

A Million for Waterworks. 

The report of the committee on water- 
Works showed that there a practical- 
ly 75 miles of water mains needed in 
the city. Practically half of this, how- 
ever, can be laid with 2-inch pipes. 
The piping alone, it is estimated, will 
cost in the neighborhood of- $800,000, 
while $2,000,000 more will be needed to 
install ‘another pumping station, 
another 36-inch main from the river to 
the heart of the city, build reservoirs 
and other necessary work. This report 
‘did not show along which streets it 
was intended to lay pipes, and at the 
Suggestion of Mayor Maddox, this will 
be incorporated in the report as pre- 
sented at the next meeting. 

The school committee reported that 
$500,000 will be needed to make im- 
provements. it recommended the erec- 
tion of two new school houses in the 
first ward, of two new girls’ high 
bulldings, the gale of the present build- 
ing and the erection of a new Boys’ 
High School building. In the amount 
asked for, however, it-is safd that there 
has been provision made for a number 
of minor improvements to be made on 
present school property. 

Mayor Maddox appéared in behalf 
of the sanitary department: He stated 
that this department is now laboring 
under a considerable handicap, finding 
it extremely difficult to secure dumping

WHITE FOUND HIS WIFE 
ROOMS OF ANDERSOH 
SHYSTHE WOUNDED MAN 


This Statement Made to A. I. 
Manson and a Number of 
Other Atlantans---Mrs. White 
Attempted Suicide, Declare 
Arresting Officers---“I Am 
Innocent,” Says the Woman.

Michael P.. Anderson, aged 35 years, 
for eleven years steward at the Aragon 
hotel, was shot-in the abodmen and 
seriously, perhaps mortally, wounded 
yesterday afternoon at 4:30 o'clock on 
the fifth floor of the hotel. 

William White, 33 years of age, rep- 
resentative of the Dayton Scale Com- 
pany. 
at the Aragon since last December, is 
in a cell of the state ward at police 
barracks charged with the shooting, 
while Mrs. William White, his wife, a 
handsome brunette 27 years of age, is 
held in the matrop’s ward as principal 
witness. Mr. and Mrs. White came 
to Atlanta from Nashville, Tenn. 

Where the Shooting Occurred. 

It is said through unofficial sources 
that White shot Anderson upon dis- 
covering his wife in the room with 
him. 

According to A. I. Manson, Ander- 
son made this statement three times 
after the shooting to a number of 
Atlantans, declaring Mrs. White had 
dropped into his room for a moment's 
chet, when White enteréad ~“siddenty 
and started firing. Mrs. White de- 
clared, however, that the shpoting oc- 
curred in the hall, and was rather an- : 
noyed with the police for insisting 
that she answer the quefttion. 

Anderson is at the Elkin sanitarium 
on Luckie street. The shot entered 
the abdomen between the liver and 
the stomach and penetrated an intes- 
tine. For over two hours Dr. W. §S. 
/Goldsmith worked on the wounded 
man, and he pronounces his condition 
as very serious. The bullet was never 
found. At 10:30 o’clock Anderson had 
recovered from the anesthetic and was 
reported to be resting comfortably 
and as well as could be hoped for 
under the circumstances. 

Anderson Makes Statement. 

Before being operated upon, Ander- 
son made a statement to Captain 
James Beavers, of the police force, 
giving his side of the affair. . This 
statement is ih the hands of Chief of 
Police Henry Jennings, and its con- 
tents will be kept from the public 
unti?t later developments. 

White has employed Paul E. John- 
son, with offices at 918-921 Century 
building, as his attorney, and acting 
under Mr. Johnson’s counsel, neither 
he nor Mrs. White would make any 
statement concerning the cause of the 
shooting. 

After the shooting Anderson walked 
partly down the steps and later enter- 
ed the elevator and went to the 
ground floor. There he was found and 
taken to the sanitarium. Mr. and’ Mrs. 
White, who occupy room No. 7 on the 
sixth floor, were found in their apart- 
ments by Call Officers J. J. Jackson 
and Brooks and Captain Beavers, and 
at 5:30 o'clock were taken to the po- 
lice station. 

Mrs White Becomes Vexed. : 

Captain Beavers questioned Mrs. 
White closely before the arrest as to 
whether or not the shooting took place 
in Anderson's room gr in the hall. She 
replied that it was in the hall, and 
when asked again, she became vexed 
and replied, it is said: 

“You asked me that before. If you 
ask me a thousand times I'll tell you 
the shooting occurred in the hall.” 

The pistol was found in White's 
room. White said that she extracted 
the shells upon reaching her room. 
Officers Jackson and Posey declare Mrs. 
White was reloading the pistol and 
attempted to kill herself. This state- 
ment Mrs. White positively denies. 

Mrs. White, who has an elegant car- 
riage and smooth, even voice, dtessed 
handsomely and wearing costly jewels, 
was seen by a Constitution reporter in 
the hall of the matron’s ward. She 
would give no statement of the. events 
leading up to the shooting, but talked

Thaw was excused after a bit more 
of this ordeal, and Dr. Austin Flint was 
called. Dr. Flint described a_paranoiac 
as a person dominated by certain de-. 
lusions, whose mental and physical 
state might not otherwise be affected, 
except insofar as these delusions influ- 
ence him. 

“Paranoiacs,” he concluded, 
sively, “never recover.” 

Dr. Hirsch varied the general testi- 
money by telling that Thaw was a “de- 
generate paranoiac.” 

Thaw's attorney attacked this testi- 
mony.

Despite the terrible reverses that the 
Spanish forces have met in Morocco, 
where more than 3,000 men were killed 
and wounded on the Spanish side in 
one engagement, the revolt in Cata- 
lonia completely overshadows the war 
in Africa.. French officers who are fa- 
millar with the country around Melilla, 
where the fighting is in progress, be- 
lieve the Spanish army is doomed to 


certain defeat because Spain is forced 
to usé the flower of the army at home. 
When the revolt began in Barcelona 
the whole Third and Fourth army 
corps and two brigades of cavairy 
were ordered there from Madrid, The 
cavalry is under the command of 
Prince Charles of Bourbon, who mar- 
ried the elder sister of King Alfonso, 
and Prince Ferdinand of Bavaria, who 
married the other sister, is in com- 
mand of one of the squadrons. In 
many instances during the fighting 
around Barcelona the soldiers refused 
to fire upon civilians when ordered to 
do so. Scores of the officers even 
have no sympathy with the war. Some 
of the fiercest fighting in Barcelona 
took place near the famous triumphal 
arch. It was there that the rebels 
were surrounded by cavalry and ar- 
tillery and hundreds of them mowed 
down by rapid fire guns.

SPANISH PREMIER SEEKS 
TO RETIRE-IN FACE OF WAR

Don Antonio Maura, premier of 
Spain, offered his resignation to the 
king when the recent revolt opened at 
Barcelona, but the monarch refused to 
accept it. It was in Barcelona that an 
attempt was made to assassinate Maura 
five years ago. He was leaving the 
council chamber when a man ap- 
proached him with a knife concealed in 
a handkerchief and slashed him across 
the breast. The heavy gold braid on 
Maura’s coat. saved his life. The pre- 
mier aroused much animosity several 
years ago by his harsh treatment of 


Moors stole out in the darkness from 
the foothills of Mount Guruga and 
rained bullets for three hours upon the 
half-completed fortress. The small 
Spanish contingent defended the block 
house valiantly and then a Spanish 
column of six companies hurried up to 
the rescue and succeeded in dispersing 
the enemy. A large number of their 
dead were carried off by the Moors in 


the retreat. 

General Marina has issued urgent or- 
ders for the completion of the block 
house, which is necessary to assure 


communication. 

A balloon was sent up today and ob- 
servations were made of fifty-four 
gorges and ravines on Mount Guruga, 
where thousands of tribesmen were 
seen preparing for a great battle. 

Except in certain isolated localities of 
Catalonia tranquility now reigns 
throughout Spain, according to an an- 
nouncement today by the minister of 
the interior. 

A column of troops today marched 
on Sabadell, 10 miles from Barcelona, 
where the insurgents are still holding 
out, with orders to repress merellessly 
any resistance that may be’ encoun-. 


tered. J 
Don Jaime Won't Interfere. 

Vienna, August 3.—Don Jaime, the 
premier to the Spanish throne, declared 
in an interview here yesterday that 
he had no intention of interfering in 
the present crisis in Spain and that his 
retirement to Frohsdorf, in lower Aus- 
tria, far from the Spanish frontier, was 
proof of his purposes. 

“The Carlist party is a party of or- 
der,” said Don Jaime. “"I never will 
take upon myself to bring an entire 
people into danger for my own ends, 
Never will I lead Spaniard against } 
Spaniatd. Should I return to Spain 
at the head of an army ,it would be 
only to restore order. This might 
happen. should the revolutionists drive 
out King. Alfonso, or the welfare of 
the coutitry require it. The popularity 
of King Alfonso is declining through 
no fault of his own, and Queen’ Vic. 
toria is certainly less liked than the 
king. Spaniards dread foreign infiu- 
ence; Victoria has remained\a stranger

VOTE ON THE REPORT 


THURSDAY AFTERNOON 
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Senator Culberson Gives ‘No- 
tice That the Democrats Will 
Try to Put Cotton Bagging 
on the Free List---Conference 
Report Is Attacked by Sena- 
tor Clapp. 


Washington, August 3.—The complete 
collapse of all important opposition to 
the tariff report on the tariff bill was 
in evidence today when the senate 
agreed to vote on that measure at 2 
o’clock | ext Thursday. 

Half an hour after unanimous con- 
sent had been given for the adoption’ of 
that course, a general disinclination og 
the part of senators to speak brought 
an early adjornment until noon te- 
morrow. 

Lack of Interest. 

When the senate met today the lack 
of interest in the proceedings was very 
evident. This had been caused by an 
agreement on the part of western sena- 
tors to vote upon the conference report 
and to correct the hide and leather 
schedule to which they objected yester- 
day by means of a concurrent resolu- 
tion to be acted upon separately. 

The form of the latter was agreed 
upon in an informal conference today. 

The change will make dutiable at 10 
per cent “boots and shoes, the upper 
leather of which is made wholly or 
in chief value from the hides or skins 
of cattle, including calfskins.” A 
similar change wil? be made in rela- 
tion to harness, saddles and saddlery. 

The efféct of the amendment is to 
mdke the reduced duties on boots and 
shoes and harness and saddlery apply 
to such articles as are composed of 
leather from the hides and skins of 
cattle and calfskins, instead of con- 
fining the reductions to articles made 
from hides which have hitherto been 
dutiable. The range of the reduction 
is greatly increased. 

The suggestion for an agreement to 
vote was made in the senate by Mr. 
Bailey, representing the minority, and 
at once concurred in by the chairman 
of the finance committee. The Texan 
intimated that there might be con- 
siderable debate on the~ concurrent 
resolution, but it is not believed the 
discussion can be continued many 
hours. 

Cotton Bagging) * 

Senator Culberson gave notice that 
he would seek to amend the concurrent 
resolution by placing cotton bagging 
on the free list; that article had been 
placed there by the senate and re- 
moved by the conference committee. 

Questions by Senator Newlands call.

After voting down every increased 
appropriation for Georgia's institu- 
tions for higher education, the house 
of representatives yesterday voted to 
give to the common schools of the 
state $2,250,000 in 1910 and $2,500,000 
in 1931. This is an increase for 1911 
of a half million, or one-fourth more 
than they received last year. 

When this action was taken by the 


that the house reconsid

for the Georgia Tech, the University 
of Georgia, State College of Agricul- 
ture and the State Normal School at 


Athens. 

There was a systematic raid on the 
committee bill, and the advocates of 
economy were successful in every in- 
stance unti lit came to the appropria- 
tion for the common schools. Then 
the ranks of the opposition broke, and 

enough votes were cast for the in- 
crease for year after next to ac. t it. 

Mr. Hall’s amendment reducing the 
appropriation for the University of 
Georgia at Athens from $37,500 to” 
$32,500, was adopted by a vote of 104 
to 32. The vote to reduce the Georgia 
Tech appropriation from $70,000 to 
$60,000 was carried by the rather close 
vote of 73 to 61, after the hardest fight 
of the day. 

The amendment of Mr. Butt, of Fan- 
nin, \fixing the appropriation for the 
State College of Agriculture at Ath- 
ens at $50,000, instead of $60,000, went 
through by a vote of 67 to 42. 

Finally, on the section making ap- 
propriations for the common schools, 
the ‘amendment of Mr. Lewis, of Han- 
cock, to make the fund for !91! $2,225,- 
000, instead of $2,500,000, failed by a 
vote of 38 to 64. 

The * following appropriations were 
adopted without any question or de- 
bate: Interest on land scrip fund, 
$6.314: interest on debt of university, 
$8,000; Summer school at Athens, $5,000; 
for farmers’ institutes, $2,500; per 
diem and railroad fare of trustees. 

For the Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college, Milledgeville, $42,500. 

North Georgia Agricultural college, 
Dahlonega, $21,500. 

For the Colored Industrial school at 
Savannah, $8,000.

When the legislative appropriations 
were reached Mr. Hall, of Bibb, ob- 
jected to giving the senate two as- 
sistant messengers. He insisted they 
were not needed. Mr. .Jones, in ex- 
plaining the appropriation, said the 
senate demanded the two assistant 
messengers and explained that they 
were needed in guarding the doors 
during “executive sessions when execu- 
tive appointments were being consider- 
ed. The house voted for the Hall 
amendment striking the appropriation 
for one of the messengers. 

The salary of the head porter of the 
house, which position has been filled 
for twenty-one years by Howard Fair, 
next caused a discussion: Tributeg to 
the loyalty and fidelity of this negro 
porter were paid by Mr. Hall, of Bibb, 
and Mr. Jones, of Meriwether. He 
was first appointed by Senator Clay 
when speaker of the house in 1881. He 
marched before the general assembly 
when they paraded from the .old capi- 
tol building on Marietta street to the 
present state house. 

The proposal to reduce the salary 
from $3 a day to $2 a day was made 
by Mr. Middlebrooks, of Newton, who 
thought that amount § sufficient if 
members of the house were only con- 
sidered worth $4 a day. 

That it was unreasonable to make 
the salary figure the basis of a com- 
parison as to the worth of members 
of the house and employees of the 
house, was insisted by Mr. Jones. He 
said Howard Fair was an intelligent, 
competent and faithful porter and such 
a@ negro was worth $3 a day. 

“Why, he even took cars of my um- 
brella which I lost a week ago,” said 
Mr. Simmons, of Bulloch, who thougnt 
an honest servant who would take 
care of a lost umbrella deserved good 
wages. The house voted down the 
amendment to reduce the salary. 

For Public Education. 


Each item in the section making ap- 
propriations for public education were, 
on motion of Mr. Hall, of Bibb, taken 
up and considered separately. 

Mr. Hall introduced an amendment 
cutting the appropriation for the Uni- 
versity of Georgia from $37,500 to $32,- 
500, as it formerly stood. He said he 
was opposed to extravagant appropria- 
tions. : 

This amendment provoked a warm 
debate, in which the efficiency, morale 
and general desirability of the State 
university as a capstone of the state’s 
educational structtre was discussed. 

Referring to the vast sums being ex. 
pended for higher educational institu- 
tions for negroes, Captain Slade 
stressed the importance of Georgia 
making every provision within her 
power for the education of the white 
boys and giris. Mr. Converse, in an 
eloquent and classic speech, also ap- 
pealed to the house for liberal treat- 
ment of the institutions for higher 
education. He~said in his youth he 
had been denied the advantages of a 
liberal education, and he was striving 
to give the boys and girls today these 
priceless benefits which he lacked. 

“Some people would have you think 
that our boys and girls are going to 
hell in a wicker basket unless these 
colleges are kept up,” said Mr. Heard, 
of Dooly, in opposing the increased ap- 
propriation. He said he had sent a 
boy to college and the most conspicu- 
ous thing he had done, according to 
fellow students, was to become the 
most successful’ poker player in the 
class. Mr. Heard questioned whether 
young men got as much out of a col- 
lege career as was popularly suppose. 

Mr. Brown, of Murray, spoke in favor 
of denominational schools as opposed 
to colleges fostered by the state, say- 
ing that he had taken a son away from 
the University of Georgia and put 
him in a denominational school, as he 
considered the moral atmosphere of 
the latter to be superior. 

Chairman Jones Defends Bil. 


In support of the appropriations as 


recommended by the committee, Chair- 
man Jones said fhe measure was a fair 


and safe one and that all the appro- 
priations could be approved with a 
knowledge that they could be met out 
of the state treasury. He said the 
$300,000 of special appropriations in 
the bill of two years ago had been 
greatly reduced and that these appro- 
priations this year would be between 
$75,000 and $150,000. 

As to the appropriation for the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and its branches, he 
said the réduction in special appro- 
priations had resulted in a decrease of 
$35,000 in the fund, being $303,000 as 
compared to $338,000 in the last bill. 
He saiq the bill as reported by the 
committee, carried $4,968,581. 

Last year the state’s expenditures 
amounted to $5,570,295 and the revenue 
received during the year, to $5,388,000, 
running behind $182,295. He estimated 
there would be about $30,000,000 in- 
crease in property returned for taxa- 
tion next year. from which the state 
would receive additional revénue. In 
view of this showing he thought the 
legislature could be liberal to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

The appropriation for the Georgis 
Tech called forth several] eloquent ana 
forceful speeches in defense of the 
Tech end its work. 

Mr. Alexander said such schools as 
the Georgia Tech encouraged the habit 
of industry ang were the hope of com- 
mercial and industrial Georgia. 

An earnest and vigorous appeal in 
behalf of the Tech was madc by Mr. 
Persons. of Monroe. He said this school 
was now absolutely unable to supply 
the demand made upon it for graduates 
to fill lucrative positions; that it was 
the part of wisdom to foster and en- 
courage such institutions that enabled 
Georgia boys to develop state re- 
sources, encouraged and trained their 
constructive ability and put them in 
position to be self-supporting and pro- 
gressive citizens. 

Mr. Upshaw, of Douglas, gaid busi- 
ness men in his town had been forced 
to send to Boston to get men to install 
textile machinery, pay them big’ wages 
and traveling expenses. and stand 
around with their hats in their hands 
for fear these visiting experts would 
leave, all because there were no boys 
in Georgia available for*the work. He 
wanted the Tech, fostered ang built up 
to correct this state of affairs. 

That the Georgia Tech ranks witb 
the .best schools of the kind in the 
United States, was contended by Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd. He insisted that 
it should be supported up to the limit 
of the state’s ability ,even if it were 
necessary to sacrifice some of the 
classical courses now being furnished 
in other departments of the University 
of Georgia. That money put into the 
Tech would come back to the state in 
increased tax returns and in greater 
efficiency and wealth-producing -power 
of its people, was contended by the 


speaker.

When the motion was put to make 
the appropriation $60,000 it was car- 
ried. 

A resolution by Mr. Persons, of Mon- 
roe, providing tbat speeches on the 
appropriation bill be limited tc five 
minutes, was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. Anderson, of Chat- 
ham, the house will Saturday consider 
general legislation, thus varying the 
program by which it has formerly 
limited the legislation to be consider- 
ed at Saturday’s session to local meas- 
ures and city court bills. 

An amendment to reduce the appro- 
priation for the State Normal school 
at Athens from $42,000 to $30,000 was 
introduced by Mr. Turnipseed, of Clay. 

This was vigorously opposed by Mr. 
McMahan, of Clarke, who said he 
could not conceive of any good reason 
for cutting this appropriation, since 
the school was closer to the common 
schools of the state than any other 
college and was conducted to prepare 
teachers for work in the common 
schools. 

A question by Mr. Wright, of Floyd, 
developed the fact that the State Nor- 
mal school at Milledgeville, having a 
few less number of pupis than the 
schoo! at Athens, had been given $42,- 
500. 

“We are not frying to cripple these 
schools,” said Mr. Hall, of Bibb, in 
supporting the amendment. “They will 
be operated in future just as they have 
in the past. We believe, however, they 
can get along with less money. There 
seems to be a mania 
money manifested here.’’ 

Mrs McMahan, of Clarke, called at- 
tention to the fact that the appropria- 
tion last year was $37,500, the extra 
$7,500 having been a special appropria- 
tion. Mr. Hall thought if there was 
some special purpose for which money 
was asked, it would be set forth in a 
separate bill. 

Arguments in favor of the increase 
were made by Messrs. Elder, of Oco- 
nee, and McMichael, of Marion.

The Dog Tax. 


Editor Constitution: I note with 
great interest the bill putting a license’ 
tax on dogs. 

There seems to nie to be two argu~ 
ments in favor of such law: 

1. It is sensible to tax dogs in or- 
der to educate, children. It is well 
to encourage offidren a little even if 
we have to Biscourage dogs somewhat.

Second—-The present Curch Service, 
conducted by Miss Bureh, who was as- 
sis‘ant to Mr. Hyde, of cotton leak 
scandal memory, is to be taken over, 
and this company is to be’ used as a 
nucleus, being backed by the most 
powerful Wall street bearish, specu- 
lative interests. 

Third—The Commercial says fur- 
ther: “There jas -been some gossip in 
cotton trade circles lately that the 
government. will discontinue its crop 
bulletins before very long. Mr. Wil- 
son's service, it is broadly hinted, will 
be brought.to a close in less than a 
year. With his going it ig declared the 
department will be reorganized from 
top to bottom, and many of the fads 
invented to humor the farmer, the 
planter and the agriculturist will de- 
part with him. In the event of these 
changes coming to pass the new Crop 
Reporting Company will be all power- 
ful in the cotton market.” 

Fourth—More startling is the fact 
that Theodore H. Price ig to be the 
company’s secretary. 

Fritth—Yet more startling is. the 
statement that they ar “to use, as far 
ag possible, the government’s local re- 
porters.” 

Sixth—-The most startling statement 
of all is that these reporters are to be 
rewarded with advance information 
which can only be used in speculating. 

These are the salient features of the 
Startling story of conspiracy against 
the cotton-growing south. 

Ags the head of the general agricul- 
tural committee of the present house 
of representatives, I feel it my duty to 
call the attention of the people of 
Georgia to this threatened danger. 
Are we to sit idly by and see Price 
throttle the statistical system of the 
country so far as the cotton crop is 
concerned? Let us improve our system 
if it is not perfect. Cotton is our all- 


fimportant crop—the life-blood of our 


section. Our people have heretofore suf- 
fered fearfully for years atthe hands of 
Price and his kind. I appeal to the 
farmers of Georgia and the south that 
they should individually and through 
their organization prepare to meet this 
new attack on our leading industry. 
Thus united, and only in this way, will 
the southern farmer be able to meet 
this organized attack against himself 
and southern interests. 

And our law-makers, it,seems to me, 
will have to take a hand in this fight. 
The measure of self-protection which 
they can give will be the providing 
for establishing in every county of 
Georgia a county commissioner of ag- 
riculture, one of whose duties will be 
the gathering of accurate, first-hand, 
truthful cotton crop statistics. Why 
should not this be done in Georgia and 
in the south? Our fate rests in our 
own hands. If we do not heip our- 
selves we will not be helped and our 
greatest asset will be made the play- 
thing of Wall street. gamblers for all 
time to come. Just when we afe get- 
ting from under their thumb they seek 
to forge chains everlastingly binding 
on this southern crop.

There was a conference held in the 
office of Governor Brown yesterday in 
which the governor, Attorney Gen- 
eral John C. Hart, Comptroller Gen- 
eral W. A. Wright, Treasurer J. Pope 
Brown and Chairman Charles S. Reid, 
of the house*ways and means commit- 
tee, participated for the purpose of 
discussing the serious condition which 
confronts the Georgia treasury. 

No statement was given out, But it 
is said to have been the opinion of ail 
those present that treasury conditions 
are becoming more and more ‘serious, 
and that unless the general assembly 
releases the near beer tax fund 
amounting to some $230,000 and now 
held by law only for penitentiary pur- 
poses. the state will face a deficit of 
More than $200,000 by the close of the 
present quarter. 

The bill providing for turning the 
near beer tax into the general fund 
of the treasury is to come up follow- 
ing the appropriations bill and the 
McLendon case in the house. 

lt is said the only solution of the 
present predicament will be the pas- 
sage of this bill before the general 
assembly adjourns. 

It is said that all of those present 
deprecated the efforts which are ap- 
parent in certain quarters to deal 
with the treasury situation upon a 
partisan basis, “for,” as a well-known 
state official remarked regarding the 
matter, “it is the business and the 
standing of the state that is invoived 
now, and not the affairs of any politi- 
cian of any political party.”

2 @ senate journal his 
reason for ve~ « to suspend Chairman 
McLendon from office, that reason will 
go into the journal under the senate 
rules which make it practically impos- 
sible to exclude any such matters, if 
senators desire to incorporate them in 
the official proceedings. 

Senator Callaway yesterday after- 
oon made personal request upon the 
senate that the reason for his vote 
be stated in the journal, a request 
which the senate denied him. He sim- 
ply wanted the journal to show that 
he did not vote to sustain the charges 
of Governor Smith, but voted to sus- 
pend Mr. McLendon on account of the 
Athens Street Railway bond deal. 

The Excluded Statement. 


The following is the statemént which 
Senator Callaway asked be incorpo- 
rated in the journal: 

“In explanation of my vote, I must 
say that former Governor Hoke 
Smith’s charges against Mr. McLen- 
don have been exploded, and they 
are not sufficient to sustain him in 
suspending Mr. 8. G. McLendon. I 
therefore vote ‘yes’ On the Athens 
‘bond’ deal.” 

When the senate met for the after- 
noon session, it was apparent that the 
anti-McLendon forces did not have a 
majority on the floor. 

Gathering the Forces. 

Senator Perry again met the emer- 
gency and began an argument against 
time for the evident purpose of giving 
the opposition opportunity to gather in 
its members.

Senator Longley replied. The effect of 


McLendon. Case Con- 
sumed Morning Session. | 


Senator Longley Made an Ex- 
tended Argument in Behalf 
of the Susnended Chairman. 
Senator Perry Led the Anti- 
McLendon Forces. 


The senate yesterday, by a vote of 
21 to 18 refused to reconsider its ac- 
tion in passing the Burwell resolution 
for the removal from office of Chair- 
man 8S. G.' McLendon, of the railroad 
conrmission. 

The debate and vote upon the motion 
to reconsider, made by Senator Long- 
ley, of the thirty-seventh, occupied the 
entire morning session, and the vote, 
as finally taken, showed no change 
from that upon the removal resolution 
as passed last Friday. The only ex- 
ception was that Senators Callaway, of 
the twenty-ninth, and Harben were 
not in the senate chamber when the 
vote was taken, the effect of which 
was to give the motion to reconsider 
two votes less than were received by 
the removal resolution. Otherwise the 
vote was identical with that cast for 
the removal of the commissioner. 

In explaining his vote Senator Grif- 
fith made quite a lengthy talk, in the 
course of which he said, in effect, that

Senator 
Longley said he made an appeal only 
for the constitutional rights of the 
commissioner, who was entitled to 
have it clearly set forth in the journal 
the reason for the senate’s action. He 
criticised the action of the opposition 
in flibustering the day before inorder 
fo prevent the. motion coming to a 
vote. until all the anti-McLendon sen- 
ators had returned to the city. Sena- 
tor Longley said the removal of Mr. 
McLendon was a legislative ‘act, and 
an illegal one, being violative of the 
constitutional provision which  pro- 
hibits the taking of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law, 

Guyt McLendon did not have a fair 
trial, Senator Longley declared; it 
was a travesty. The only way in which 
he could have been legally tried and 
removed ‘from an office which is his 
own property, given him by the peo- 
ple, was by impeachment, the senator 
vehemently asserted. 

Will Weaken the Commission. 

Senator Longley was asked by Sena- 
tor Calhoun if it were true that if a 
railroad commissioner could be re- 
moved from office because he did not 
vote in accordance with a political 
platform, it would not materially 
weaken the effect of decisions of the 
railroad commission before the courts 
when they came to be contested by the

members of boards.of education by 
grand juries without hearing or trial, 
had been declared unconstitutional and 
void... The law under which Chairman 
McLendon had been suspended and re- 
moved made no provision for hearing 
or trial and was likewise null and 
void, he declared. 
Was a Bill of Attainder. 


The action of the senate in voting to 
remove Mr. McLendon was, in effect, 
a bill of attainder—a conviction and 
removal from office without a judicial 
trial, said Senator Longley. He de- 
clared there were senators who would 
be disqualified to act in impeachment 
proceedings, under the rules of a court 
of law. because they could not give 
honest affirmative answer to the ques- 
tion, “Is your mind perfectly impartial 
between the governor and the ac- 
cused?” It was true senators in im- 
peachments could not be struck, Gas 
jurors. but the constitution required 
them to take: a solemn oath in such 


cases. 


the most forcible legal arguments yet 
heard in this case, not to make the 
mistake of violating the law and not to 
put itself in the yosition of enacting 
a bill of attainder in violation of the 
constitution. If it persisted in this 
act. it would be criticised in the future. 
The senate must either impeach or 
abolish the office, if it wants to get 
rid of Guyt McLendon, or it must 
stand in the position of having violated 
the constitution and law of the state. 
Perry Opposed Motion. 

Senator Perry followed Senator 
Longley. He contended that the re- 
‘moval of Chairman McLendon was, as 
Senator Longley stated, merely a 
legislative act, and that the only ques- 
tion before the legislature was whether 
or not Mr. McLendon was a4 fit and 
proper person to hold the office of 
railroad commissioner of Georgia. 

The removal was in no sense a bill 
of attainder, he said, because a bill of 
attainder is an act to reach and pass 
upon conduct which cannot be reached 
by jaw. It cannot apply in this case 
because there is law to reach the con- 
duct of Mr. McLendon. 

Senator Perry, too, indulged in a 
legal argument in support of his posi- 
tion that Mr. McLendon had had a 
full and fair hearing and that the 
legislature had full power and au- 
thority under the law and the consti- 
tution to remove him from office by 
its majority vote.

GREAT LABOR WAR 
MENACES SWEDEN 


It Threatens to Develop 
Into a Revolution. 


Soldiers Are Being Placed in 
Different Sections of Stock- 
‘ holm --- King Has Summoned 
Members of Parliament--Over 


100,000 Workmen Are Idle. | 


Stockholm, August 3.,--A labor war 
throughout Sweden that is scheduled 
to begin tomorrow threatens to de- 
velop in Stockholm into something ap- 
proaching a miniature revolution. The 
trouble will be enormously aggravated 
by the present general strike and lock- 
out. : 

Soldiers are being quartered in dif- 
ferent sections of the city and suburbs 
and the entire standing army of Swe- 
den is ready for eventualities. 

The situation has suddenly taken 
so serious a turn that King Gustav has 
summoned the members: of. pariiament 
to Stockholm and a special session of 
the riksdag is. expected. 

Great consternation~ prevails in the 
capital as a- result of the dangerous 
developments: in the situation. A civil 
guard corps, is being organized for 
the protection of property. All banks 
are closed and carefully guarded. Alli 
the ferries running out of Stockholm 
have ceased operations. 

It is expected that the present total of 
about 100,000 idle workmen would be 
largely increased by tomorrow. 

The labor conflict that is at the 
bottom of this trouble originated in a 
dispute over wages in the woolen and 
cotton industries. 

A total of 80,000 men were reported 
locked out yesterday and their num- 
bers are increasing rapidly.

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COTTON MAKES BREAK 
OF 28 TO 33 POINTS 


Due to Bear Pressure and Li- 
quidation by Buyers on 
' ay. 


New York, August 8-——-The cotton 
market experienced a very severe 
break during today’s trading as a re- 
sult of aggressive bear pressure and 
liquidation by yesterday's buyers. The 
close was Darely steady at a net de- 
cline of 28@33 points. 

The opening Was easy at a decline 
of 8@16 points, in response to disap- 
pointing cables, and while there was a 
good demand through  comimission 
houses, as well as some covering by 
shorts, the market gradually eased off, 
under aggressive bear pressure, which 
seemed to be based upon an idea that 
Monday's bullish bureau had been dis- 
counted and that a scattering long in- 
terest was in the market, which might 
be forced to liquidate. This view of 
the situation seemed to be materializ- 
ing when stop-loss orders were uncov,- 
ered during the late farenoon, and 
then the break culminated. December 
contracts had gold at 12.27%. or 46 
points below the high level of yester- 
day, with the general HMst showing a 
net loss of 36@38 points. At this 
level offerings for long account di- 
minished and some of the early sellers 
seemed to be buying back their cot- 
ton, but after a rallv to 12.45 for De- 
cember there was a renewal of bear 
pressure, and fluctuations later show- 
ed continued nervousness, with De- 
cember closing at 12.32 bid. Weather 
advices showed no precipitation of 
consequence in the southwest, where 
it is believed to be badly needed, and 
temperatures at fifteen stations ranged 
from 100 to 106 degrees. But the mar- 
ket seemed to be less influenced by 
crop news than by the technical sit- 
uation and the persistent pressure 
kept on prices by some of the leading 
local interests.

Records. 


New York, August 3.—The stock 


market g@demonstrated its force in over- 
coming obstacles again today, although 
those obstacles proved more effective 
in their obstruction than for several 
days past. The chief obstacle is the 
pressure of stocks on the market to 
realize profits accrued. The very 
high altitude at which prices stand in- 
vites to securing profits. In the case 
of stocks, which have risen higher 
than ever before, it means that any 
one who has ever,’purchased the stock 
ean sell it now ata profit. Union Pa- 
cific and the United States Steel 
stocks sold again at new high records 
today and Central Railroad of New 
Jersey also rose through the 300 mark 
to new altitudes. In the case of some 
of the conspicuous railroad stocks the 
previous high price in times past were 
inelusive of valuable privileges and 
extra distributions which have ‘since 
come off, to the prejudice of the com- 
parison with the present prices. This 
is notably the case with the north- 
western transcontinental railroads, 
which were lifted to extraordinary 
figures by the according of valuable 
subscription rghts to new stock in the 
scramble to secure new capital which 
precetied the exhaustion which led up 
to the ffnancial crisis of 1907. .Allow- 
ance for these facts reduced the mar- 
gin, which seems to exist now, below 
the previous maximum level of prices 
average.
